New Discoveries 
In Scientists’ — 
Cancer Research 


New ‘York, Feb. 24. 


Seven Japanese scientists have isolated the 
virus from a particular type of cancer. : : 


Three American scientists have produced evidence 


that a. certain kind of cancer 


cell contains an in- 


gredient ‘which behaves like a virus. 


There were today’s most 
fascinating Items from» Inbora~ 
tories throughout the ‘world 
where scientists bend over test 
tubes and microscopes in search 
of the cause or causes of the 
last understood of deadly diseases 
aMicting man, ' 


They were nating beenuse 
In.-the- words— ofthe. Japanese 
scientists “it is natural to believe 
that the malignant growth {s due 
to some external agent capable 
of sustained action and’ the 
assumption that this oxent Is 
living and emulliplying 
neoplaro (cancer) appears to de. 
the best explanation for its per- 
sistent effects.” 


But of séores und scorcs of 
types of tumours only. three can 
be demonstrated to be caused by 
specific virus-—the roup tumour 
of fowls, the shope tumour of 
rabbits and the Iddney tumour of 
frogs, To these three the 
Japanese sald that they had 
added the Yoshida tumour of 
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in the]. 


These scientists, of the 
Okayama University Medical 
School, headed by Dir Yukio 
Hamazaki, who have been ot 
work on the problem = since 
1940, reported in “Cuncer Re- 
cvarch’, a technical journal, 
thut they now could Isolate 
virus from the Yoshida rat 
tumour "at will” and, further- 
more,—they_..had made_serums. 
from it which élowed = the 
lumour’s growth, 


MINCED CELLS 


Accenting this immunising 
property—which 1s common to 
viruses In that they — stimulate 
production of, antibodies which 
neutralise them—they said, “Et 
should be stressed that these 
inhibited tumour cells completey 
ly revained  thelr- malignant 
choractertstics When the virus 
in question was re-introduced.” 


The American sclentists were 
Drs Abraham Cantarow, Joscph 
Stasney and Karl Paschkls of 
Jefferson Medical College of 
Philadelphia. They reported 
through the American Cancer 
Society which supports their 
studies. 


They minced. celly of the 
lymphatic cancer of rats, This 
mincemeat was spun in a 
machine to separate Sts com- 
ponent. parts, ‘One of these 
parts was demonstrated to be 
the hereditary or “gene” part 
of the cell, The scientists also 
demonstrated’ that thelr mince 
contained no whole cells. 


The gene part was injected 
Jinto rats and 40. per eent 
quickly developed lymphaUlc 
cancers, Sixty per cent which 
did not were Injected with the 
whole cancer ceils. They stiil 
did not develop cancers. 


But {t must be kept in mind 
that these cancers were in 
animals, not man, and neither 
study held any immediate pro- 
mise in elther the treatment or 
4he' cure of human cancers.— 
United Press. :

Strong concentrations - of 
Chineso troops are reported at 
Chamdo in Eastern Tibet, where 
the Chinese first entered the 
country; in ond ‘round Lhasa 
itself, where there are 15,000 to 
20,000 men; at Gartok and 
Gyangtse;, and Jn fronticr posts 
all along the Himalayan tegion, 
particularly in the =Chumbi 
valley before Me Nathula pass, 
leading into Sikkim, where 
traders report that there are ot 
least 5,000 troops. 

But although all the Chinese 
in Tibet are in military uniform, 
ut Jenst half of them are 
engaged in more or lest civilian 
occupations from the bullding of 
roads and barracis, to Lirriga- 
tlon and forming on the land, and 
odministrative posts in offices 
and ianks, the Tibetan busincss~ 
men sald. Many of then 
appeaf to have come as settlers. 

The biggest force of Chinese 
military labour is employed in 
building at top speed a motor 
road from Sinklang province, in 
the heart of Chinese Asia, 
through Western Tibet to Lhasa. 
A first 500-mUc strip of all- 
weather road is reported ulready 
to have been completed, 

Two more militury roads will 
eventually lead from China into 
the. Tibetan capital, one from 
the North through Nagchuka, 
and the other through Chamuo. 


MAIN GARRISON 


The Tibetan businessmen be- 
Neve that the main garrison for 
Tibet will probably be station- 
ed fn the area of Eastern Tibet 
which terminates in the 
Isurast pass, north of Assam.

We 
are ready even now to discuss 
any conerete queries and offers 
for the purchase and sale of 
goods, including the conclusion 
of individual trido deals.” 

He offered to supply capital

A SURPRISE 


Having failed’ in the Initial 

postal ballot, Japan's application 
cume up for consideration at the 
full session of GATT Inst 
September. The arguments 
outlined above were put formally 
by certain delegations—notably 
the British — and 
matter was then referred . to a 
special “inter-sessional" com- 
mittee, 
__That -commitice..has_now..re-. 
ported, and the = solution it 
suggests falls well short of the 
sweeping changes in GATT rules 
that many people believed to be 
necessary before Japan could be 
admitted, In fact, the come 
mittee has proposed only one 
minor change In the rules—to 
enable members © whose 
economies are damnaged by o 
flvod of cheap Japunese imports 
to take corrective uction on their 
own initlative if GATT delays 
longer than 30 days In suggest- 
ing alternative arrangements. 

The committee considered a 
proposal that Article 19 of the 
Agreement, providing for 
“emergency action in clre 
cumstances causing or threaten- 
ing serious Injury,” should be. 
amended. 

As it stands, this Article js 
non-discriminatory in action, In 
other words, if a tariff con- 
cession Is withdrawn from one 
member it must also be with- 
drawn from the others. It was 
{elt by certain countries jthat 
this ruling could be changed to 


‘enable the Article to be invoked 


against a purticular country— 
Japan—without harming others 
unnecessarily. 


A SAFEGUARD 


This suggestion ” was ‘turaed 
down by the committee on the 
ground that “If additicnal safe- 
‘guards were found necessary to 
meet special diMcultles, these 
should be of general application 
so that Japan would be in a 
position to secede to GATT with 
the same rights and obligations 
as any other contracting party.”

held at‘’Geneva in 1947, Annecy 
in 1949, and Torquay in 1950— 
ean de arranged. 

“In any case, it ds pointed out, 
all existing tariff concessions are 
due to cane up for review early 
next year, and some’ members 
would like to combine this re- 
view svith a general tarliY con- 
ference including Japan.

Finally, it should %¢ noted 
that manbers may withhold the 
Agreament or application of its 
own tariff schedule from nnother 
contracting party simply by re-

—has already been Invoked by 
Pakistan sni India against 
South Africa. 

*Morcover, even if tariff nego~ 
tations have bccn held, 
country can still take dis 
criminatory action against

But import quotas and other 
restrictions imposed for this 
purpose must oc progressively 
relaxcd as the balance of pay- 
ments position impzoves 
eliminated altogether when con- 
ditions ao Junger justify their

A ‘favourable vote by a full 
session of GATT docs not neces- 
sarily imply therefore that Japan 
will .automatically be granted 
“most-favoured - nation” —_ treat 
ment by al} meenbers. And, even 
if it is, .discriminatory action 
may still de taken against it if 
its trade with another member 
tends jto be so one-sided thot 
serious balance of payments 
problems arise.

Last night’s disastrous fire in Kowloon City 
was apparently caused by a kerosene lamp‘ being 
overturned, the flames igniting. a flimsy bamboo 
and pape mache partition on the first floor of 88, 
Lung Chua Road, according to an official state- 
ment ‘released this-morning. 

The flames spread to the next hut, occupied by a 
flower seller and his wife; they jumped through the win- 


dow to the gtound and raised the alarm. 
The fire involved Approximately 400 buildings and 3,076 


persons have bein registered 


casualtics have been reported. 


‘ The Kowloon Fire Station 
received the call at 10,50. p.m, 
through the Police radio con- 
tro! and immediately Ucspatch- 
cd six engines, two ambulances 
and a radio car. These were 

| later reinforeed by on addition- 
al engino and ao car from 
Hongkong. 


The ‘fire Aghting wag undor 
the direction of Mr W, J. Gor- 
man, Chief Officer who. stated 
this morning that when the fire 
was at its height a number of 
small explosions occurred—ap~ 
parently caused by stored fire 
crackers as well as drums of oll 
becoming alight, : 


He sald the fire was brought 
under control by 12.05 am, and 
finally extinguished at 12.45 a.m, 


Mr Gorman added that there 
was a small home for aged and 
bling people in the middle of.

were quictly marshalled out to 
safety. by members of the 
Brigade before the building be-

Mr K. Keen, the Government 
Social Welfare Oflicer stated this 
morning that about one third of 
the 400 ‘buildings are stone 
structures situated partly Inside 
and partly outside the actual 
walled city of Kowloon.
